A PHILATELIST’S MISFORTUNE. 


For The OTTAWA PHILATELIST, 


Do not turn in disgust, gentle reader. I have no intention of inflict- 
ing any philatelic ‘‘fiction’’ upon you, I have no ‘“‘story’’ to relate, and 
furthermore it is not a tale of a ‘“‘rich find’’ that I intend to unfold, to 
make your ‘‘teeth water,’’ as it were. It is simply a plain, unvarnished 
reminiscence of a very short time ago. 

In response to a request of mine made through a friend, a young 
lady, (who is by the way a perfect stranger to me) wrote to me offering 
me some stamps. She said that her father had some stuck in an old 
account file, which she had procured. She did not collect stamps, and 
was willing to sell the entire collection for five dollars, not kecause 
she wanted the money, but simply the stamps were ‘‘of no use’’ and 
pocket money was preferable. There were in the lot of eighty-seven all 
told the following according to her literal description: ‘‘Three or four 
large square stamps, blue, with 3 pence N. S. on them; two similar red 
ones of N. B., and two yellow 6 pence of the latter, with a one shilling 
stamp with a crown in the centre of N. B.; several cents issue, a couple 
cut in two, and two stamps damaged that have been cut in half but 
appear to be used that way. There are also a few U. S. square stamps, 
some in two colors. If they are worth five dollars I will send them on.’’ 

It is hardly necessary to say that the return post conveyed the order 
for the stamps, as we don’t get N. B. shillings and split provisionals for 
“$5 a dozen this weather. But—and here my pen fails me—I awaited 
with bated breath the rich prize I was to receive. In two or three days 
a letter came. I tore it hastily open and read as follows this verbatim 
copy: 

“Dear Friend:—Ycurs received, but since I wrote you last I have met 
with an accident by which (sorry to say) I lost every blessed stamp but 
one. I had eighty-seven in all on the old papers that I took off the file. 
About two or three days after writing you I got them all out, spread 
them ona table in my Own room, and had no idea my mother would be 
up in my room, so I left them there; of course, I thought they would be 
all right. Next day something or other took her up to my room, and 
seeing these old stamps all over the table, thought it did not look very 
nice, so she took them down stairs, asked the girl if she thought the 
papers were of any use or the stamps were good. The ‘girl looked at 
them and said, ‘Why no, sure they are as old as the hills!’ So my 
mother thought she had better put them in the stove! Soin they went, 
and I have got sadly left for once in my life. Well, that night I went to 
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my room to dress (as I was going tu take part in a concert) and saw all 
my stamps GONE! You can, I think, imagine what I felt like. I flew 
down and asked her if she had seen them. ‘Why! she says (as cool as — 
you please) yes, I threw them in the stove!’ Well, I felt so bad over 
my loss that I would not take any part in the concert; I was going to 
play a banjo solo for them, and I told the committee what had happened, 
so they told the audience that Miss C—— felt so bad over the loss of 
some stamps that she would have to be excused. So I got off with a 
sore heart. Ill bet my life that the next thing of mine my mother burns 
or puts out of the road she will ask my consent first. If the only stamp 
that’s left is of any use I will send it, but it is an orphan! I remain

CANADA’S REGISTRATION STAMPS. 
For The OrTawa PHILATELIST. 

In the year of 1875 the Government of Canada issued special stamps 
for Registered matter only. At that time the Registration fee over and 
above the ordinary rate to all Foreign Countries except the United States 
was 8f, to the United States 5% and Canada 2f. 


Three values, all similar in design. Engraved and printed by the 
American Bank Note Co. on white wove paper. They are narrow oblong 
stamps with scalloped edges at top and bottom, and labels with value in 
full at the two ends. Small straight label above, inscribed ‘‘Canada’’- 
large curved label in centre, with ‘‘Registered’’ and small curved label 
below, with ‘‘Letter Stamp”’ all in white Roman capitals. Large Arabic 
numerals of value in the upper corners. 

The Hight Cent stamp was first issued the Nov. 15, 1875 and from that 
date until June 30, 1876 the end of the fiscal year 100,000 were issued, 
and during the following year 25,000 making 125,000 the total number 
issued. 

In 1878 this stamp was withdrawn from circulation and the remainder, 
75.000 were destroyed by order of the Postmaster General. In a few 
years this will be one of Canada’s rarest stamps. 


During the year 1889 the 2% stamp was withdrawn from circulation, 
owing to an increase in the Reg. fee from 2¢ to 5 in Canada, and mak- 
ing a uniform Reg. fee. W. J. Brearry.

A WARNING TO STAMP COLLECTORS. 


For The OTTAWA PHILATELIST. 


A note of warning must be sounded upon the prevailing habit of many 
stamp collectors in placing foreign stamps to their months. It is one of 
the most dangerous habits that exist in philately, and the sooner our phil- 
atelic press sounds the key-note of warning, the better for the lives as well 
as the health of our collectors. I recently saw a young man who had 
contracted a disease through putting foreign stamps on his tongue, caus- 
ing him untold misery and suffering. Nine hundred and ninety-nine 
persons out of every thousand put new stamp to their tongue when they 
wish to stick it on a letter, and while it may be harmless to do this, there’ 
are a large number who forget that possibly 50 per cent of those 999 may 
be diseased and the germs can Jie on the letter under the stamp with the 
gum, and if anyone is foolish enough to trust a previously licked stamp 
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_ to their mouth they are running a great risk to say the least, as well as 


being a standing menace to society. 

_ Foreign countries such as India, Russia, and those of Asia, particular- 
ly spread the cholera germ, and diphtheria as well as fevers of all kinds 

can be communicated by the bad habit of touching the mouth to the 

stamps. Always soak the paper off the stamps by means of a pan of 

water, and then wash the hands well afterward. If you stick astamp on 

a letter, wet the letter, not the stamp. 


Large quantities of stamps before being handled should always be dis- 
infected by being put in a drawer fora few days, closed tightly, with 
some powerful disinfectant, which can be procured at any druggist’s. 
No idea is known of the great extent which the bad habit above referred 
» to is responsible for the various diseases, such as sore throat, miasma, 
etc: Mase Hooper.

The forged Indian postage stamps of 1 rupee were made by a clever 
native, Poona Brahmin, formerly in the Government Survey Service. 
He prepared thirty-nine dies of the stamp before he perfected an accurate 
representation of the original. The die was cleaved with oil and then 
inked by the finger. A piece of paper was then put on the die and rubbed 
with a shell; the stamp being then laid down on a piece of metal mois- 
tened with water and had a fine watermark die hammered upon it. It 
was afterwards perforated each hole separately taking all together nearly 
ten minutes to print and perforate. Over one thousand of these clever 
forgeries were passed, The forger and an accomplice got ten years each 
for their cleverness, and a stamp clerk in the Bombay post office, who 
was suspected as being ‘‘in the ring’’ committed suicide the day after the 
forger was arrested.

HOW TO COLLECT STAMPS. 


This subject has been disturbing the minds of stamp collectors for 
some time, our answer is to form a general collection, and at the same 
time take up a certain country or division as a specialty. This is the 
proper way to “‘specialism’’—so called, you will not get half the benefit 
of Philately by only collecting one country, but you are at liberty to 

‘ make a specialty of your choice of say: British, North America. The 
_. CANADIAN PHILATELIST recently had some articles on ‘‘specialism vs. 
4 General Collecting,”’ and in a late number of the PHILATELIC JOURNAL 
of Great Britain:— 

Mr. J. Bernstein, Jr., has been leading the crusade against special- 
ism in vigorous, if scarcely logical fashion. * * * He uses the stock ar- 
guments against specialism, that after a time aspecialists collection 
contains every obtainable variety, and then the collector’s pastime 
practicaly ceases, his enthusiasm waves and in all probability he ends 
by selling his collection; that the specialist moves in a groove, and 
not only loses touch with other branches of philately but finds stamp 
literature flat, stale and unprfiotable. He admits that specialism, as 
_-—sregards one’s own country, shows nothing worse than harmless pa- 
- triotism, but most illogically condemns the same thing as applied to 
foreign countries, after answering (or attempting to answer) the 
: various arguments of many of his opponents on this question, Mr. 
_ Bernstein gets tired, and drops it. He says:— 

“T may add, in conclusion, that should any other such impetuous 
remarks made by my opponent appear,they will be answered with the 
‘silent contempt they deserve,’’—which apart from its inexcusable 
rancor, is rich, exceedingly rich. To treat an opponent with silent 

_ contempt is very often a feat both courageous and commendable, but 
to TELL him of SILENT contempt is surely a fearful and wonderful 
manenure. Mr. Bernstein’s contribution concludes the controversy 
which, from the point of view of the reader who wants something for 
his money, must have been a consummation devontly to be wished. 
Such controversies conducted in a spirit of rancorous pig-headedness 

serve us useful purposes. Mr. Bernstein is doubtless still ffored to 

, specialism and his opponents are probably not a whit impressed by 
: his domineering illogicality. Even if somebody has been convinced of 

something, he is probably like the man we read of in our ‘“‘Butler,’’:— 
He that complies against his will, 
: Is of the same opinion still. 

So much for the critisim of the P. J. of G. B. moral—Collect what 
you like and pay no attention to those who may wish to direct your 
path. Nine cases out of ten the party with his advice has not even 
had the experience in philately you have had.—Rex. 
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SURCHARGED STAMPS. 


In the AMERICAN PHILATELIC MacazINnE for October there is a 
furious tirade againts surcharges. Despite the fact that certain persons 
and certain papers have tried their utmost to stop the branch of col- 
lecting, it is painfully evident that their'united efforts have come to 
naught, and to-day the surcharge is one of the principal things sought 
after by the collector. It has come tostay. With philatelic surcharge 
the scientific collector should be able to draw the line, but the 
most interesting part of philately is when youcome to the genuine sur- 
charge, standing out boldly as the oasis ‘in the desert. As long as one 
collector will have surcharges there will be a certain value to them, 
and as long as there is a value to them nine-tenths of the collectors 
will not throw them away. The A. P. M. states he has no objection 
to Nova Scotia surcharges !! If he will point out one genuinecase of 
real goverment surcharge in Nova Scotia he will he able to clear up 4 
mystery. The writer has three N. 8. 3c. stamps, on one is a large 
figure ‘‘3,’’ on another ‘‘5,”’ and still on another in a lined oval‘‘dc.”’ 
These are not surcharges but hand stamps put on the specimens after 
they were ported. British Bechnanaland posesses the best series of 
surcharged extant geniune and authorized. Because they are counter- 
feited, are we tocease collecting the geniune. Not much! put thecount- 
feit in prison is the proper mode. In conclusion this writer, who, by 
the way assumes a very appropriate NOM DE PLUME, i. e. ‘‘Queer- 
Cuss”’ asks what ought to be done! We would advise him to learn the 
sad tate of the late lamented Anti-Surcharge Society, whichroselike a 
meteor inthe Easternsky,butsank to riseno more—the laughing stock 
of Philately. ‘‘Requiescat in pace.’’—Canadensis. ‘

LATE DELIVERIES 


For a considerable time past Postmaster Gouin,has been receiving 
strong complaints against the present delivery and despatch system 
in the city post office department. These mummers of discontent and 
protest embrace irregularity and late delivery in the local mails, also 
the late, and sometimes non-delivery of mails coming into the city 
from abroad. An important case in point which demands investiga- 
tion, and which Mr. Gouin has taken in hand; is that of a letter of 
importance ~written and posted in England by Lord Aberdeen over 
his own signature to an Ottawa gentlemen who should have received 
imperative instructions at the proper time. This letter was posted 
on August 9th. arrived in this city on August 22d. but was not de- 
hvered until Friday, October 14th. 


There are many other cases of a similar kind reported in regard 
to late deliveries; and recent British mails brought the intelligence to 
friends and commercial men here: that letters had been delayed weeks 
and often not delivered at all up to time of writing, months after 
they were due and expected. Itis also said in these letters from 
the other side that previously the mails from Ottawa and Canada 
generally could be depended asupon the rising and setting of the sun. 
[t is looked upon as a serious matter, and is exercising the minds of 
many of the citizens here —Daily Citizen.

I disclaim any pretext to be classed as one 
who thinks his rhime is au Fair. I have started a philatelic poet- 
ry album, and in it will be found the gems from all the well-known 
authors. My first page starts off with. a composition given in the 
October 2. C. P. and written by myself :— 


Summers may come and winters may go, 
But never another will be, I know, 
So full of poetry, glory and gaieties, 
So laden with errors and many rarities, 
So full ofsurcharges, intangible lore. 
. Ah! there was never summer like this before.

_ Of the regular writers the two leading claimants to philatelic 
laureateship are Guy W. Green and Roy F. Green. They have both 
composed enough to fill several pages of my album, and it isa ‘toss 
up” who is the best. ‘‘Billy McGee’s Sad Fate,” by Guy W. is one of 
his best efforts, It portrays a hoy who started to collect stamps with 
such enthusiasm that he grew weary andill. The last verse tells the 
tale :— 

: Out on the hill is a new-made grave, 
And sadly one reads on the stone; 
“Here lies in his youth, a boy who in truth 
Succumbed to Philately alone. 
Guy W. is not very old, being born in1873, but he has been a ste- 
_eess as the editor of the ‘‘PHILATELIC FRAUD REPORTER. His ‘‘Phil- 
atelic Fairie’s Revelry”’ and ‘“‘Ode to an old Album” are fair samples 
of his poetry. Oneof his latest productions is entitled‘‘My Phantasy” 
depicting a collector who apparently had a good supper late at night 
then got a ‘‘Jag”’ on and went to bed. It says:— 
; I dreamed of an album, whose covers 
With myriad figures were traced; 
Of demons, hobgoblins and witches 
Who swift over their surfaces raced. 
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Roy F. Greene, is the publisher of the ‘(EAGLE PHIMLATELIST”’ and 
has written several poems. His poem on ‘The Baby” written on the 
sixth birthday of the baby King, Alfonso XIII, is a notable example. 
Another one, entitied ‘‘Through a Glass,” is a tirade against counter- 
feit stamps and counterfeit phiiatelist.s A verse:— 


I confess it looks honest as any in sight; 

The engraving is perfect, the color 1s bright, 

But though we may praise it, and call it first-class, 
Quite rough it appears when you look thro’ a glass. 


“A Philatelic Wail” is another of Roy F’s productions, and he was 
evidently tired of receiving so many of those little amateur efforts 
under the guise of stamp publications, so he wrote four verses to ex- 
press himself, one of which was:— 


’Twas a philatelic journal 
Called the ‘‘Stamp Friend’s Monthty News, 
[ Volume I. likewise the number, | 
Here I sit and idly muse. 
Tis to fill a long felt-want, and 
Belongs to that vast tribe, 
Coming monthly now to greet us— 
“SAMPLE Cory. PLEASE SUBSCRIBE.” 


A parody on this appeared in the Oct. no. of The Stamp, by 
‘‘Shepard,”’ as follows:— 

“SAMPLE Copy, Please Subscribe,’’in a phrase we all have seen, 
Stamped upon all sorts of papers in inks-of every hue. 

It sometimes makes us weary, but there’s one far worse than that, 
“Your subscription has expired. Please renew!”’ 

A. A. Bartlett, in his stamp ‘Reminiscences’ falls into poetry, 
warning collectors that they cannot achieve fame without years of 
toiul:— 

Let us then be up and doing 
With a heart for any fate; 

Still achieving, still pursuing 
Learn to labor and to wait. 

When those large U. S. post-cards first came out they were com- 

pared to a board and a shingle. The Oakland Enquirer says:— 
’Twas.not some legal document 
That knocked me out so hard; 
No, the postman only brought 
A new style postal card. 
The following egotistical effusion is from the pen of ‘‘Rex.’’:— 
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I can scribble stampic verses 
Full of smothered groans and curses, 
Ican write up catchy headlines that will suit philatelic taste. 
On the slightest provocation 
I can thunder an oration, 
That will silence all collectors and scatter them post haste. 


’ Frank Brown, the editor of the American Philatelic Magazine is 
responsible for the following:— 
: There was a maid in Ashantee a 
Whose clothing was awfully scanty, 
To keep out the damp 
She stuck on a stamp 
’Twas found in the hut a Fantee. 

This is called nursery rhymes, or the ‘‘Excelsior’’ style of poetry, 
_ of which ‘‘Canadensis”’ is very fond. 


THe CoLLecror recently had a poem by “‘Jack”’ entitled ‘‘A Buck- 
et of Stamps” in which he says:— " 
How dear to my heart are the stamps in my album, 
As in turning the pages I present them to view; 
There are the finest locals and departments so handsome, 
And most every stamp the catalogue knew. 
The rythm of that rhyme however is not correct. The first line 
has twelve syllables, the second twelve, the third fourteen, and the 
fourth at the most, eleven, by pronouncing ‘‘ev-e-ry’’ as with three 
syllables. This is the point in poetry; to be a success you must have 
correct grammar, witha clear meaning. The verse above should 
have been written either with 12 and 10 syllables alternately, or 10 
and 8, although certain styles with 9 or 11 all through are frequently 
met with. 

_ There are a number of perpatetic poets who occasionally fly off 
the handle with a verse or two ‘‘C. H. P. R.’”’ inthe Worcester Co. 
hilatelist gives us the following:— 

“Twas deep within the night’s dark watches 

Where thick the shadows fell; 

A man who sought a ‘‘postage”’ stamp 

Dared ring a Druggist’s bell; 

The Druggist, though he slumbered sound, 

Was very soon on deck: 

And then that fellow got that stamp, 

With both feet on his neck. 
L. S. Morton, of New York, is getting quitea reputation asa verse 
roducer. Here is one of his latest:— 
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Full many a gem, that might an album grace 
The dusty chests in some old garret hold, 

Full many a stamp was born to fade its face 
And waste its rareness in the dust and mould. 


Speaking of the bogus stamps and the counterfeits, ‘Brit’’an Eng- 
lish correspondent says:— 


So long as the world goes round, 

Will fakers and fakes abound; 
The people who make them 
Will find folks to take them, 

So long as the world goes round. 


A couple of suggestive lines written by C. B. Corwin last year, 
cometo my memory much clearerin the light of past events. He says:— 


Ifso soon I was done for, 
Pray what was I begun for. 


There are a large number of writers like H. H. Zobel, B. L. Drew 
and H. F. Kantner, who occasionally quote their favorite poet. The 
first mentioned sticks to Longfellow, the second to Shelly, and the 
last to Charles Mackey. My favorite poetisdead! Tennyson—sweet 
name to me; but his works still live! 


‘The Philatelical waltzes”’ and ‘‘Postal Card Galop’ composed 
by Hans C. Warner and Wm. A. Pond, Jr; are pretty productions in 
the musical line. One of these was dedicated to P. M. Wolsieffer. A 


song and chorus was got up on the retirement of the old 3 cent green 
U.S. stamp:— 


Good by, old stamp it’s human luck, 
That ends our friendship so; 
When others failed, you always stuck, 
But now you have to go 
Good-bye, old friend of many years’ - 
Good-bye, old stamp, good-bye! 


Another aspirant for poetical honors is our young friend Cleve 
Scott. He has only entered the ranks of the poets but bids fair to out- 
rival a goodly number, Jewett’s PHILATELIC Mocxine Birp to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. One of his latest is on ‘Morgan, the 
Fraud,” a verse of which runs thusly:— 


‘‘Where is Morgan the stamp man of Camden. N. J. 
The ‘‘Publisher of the Columbian Philatelist” they say. 
Stamp out the stamp fraud as he enters the ring, 
“Philately clear of frauds” we philatelists must sing. 


‘Another of his attempts is intitled‘“‘A Philatelic Musing,’’depict-_ 
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ing adream. While not as good as the former still it has certain 
redeeming features, which can only be found upon reading the whole. | 
One of the verses runs thusly:— 
Two’s the diligent brain of Wanamaker, 
The king of all his class, 
Who worked for the good of philately and allitsjolly mass. 
Sebeck’s speculation, busted clean unto the core, 
His speculation worsted, his schemes were no more. 

With age this poet can improve. Above all things correct rythm 
must be observed, 

Then we have the doggerel ryhmesters, ALIAs boy poets, a good 
example of which can be found in the PENNSYLVANIA PHILATELIST for 
November, and it goes under the Foxy name of ‘‘Why we Shout !”’ 
It is the richest thing in its line seen for many a day. No attempt is 
made at correct rythm, but we give the best verse of all, which runs 
as follows:— 

Then, oh then, with joyous shout 

Let us rent the air about, 

In an ecstacy of unadulterated bliss and cheer, 
_ And proclaim to every one, 
Who is longing for a gun 
The common reason for our shouting—‘‘ Winter’ll soon be hear!” 

Everyone who reads it no doubt longs for a gun and at the same 
time a tender wish that the ‘only boy poet’? would have in sight. 
Freddy get your gun! The following memorial verse was written af- 
ter recovering from a bilious attack consequent upon reading ‘‘Why 
we Shout?”’:— 

Without the smile from stampic beauty won, 

Oh! what, a poet ? A boy without a sun, 

And yet, perhaps not quite as bad as that 

For there still remains the solace of a foxy cat. 
“Requiescat.in Pace!”

SOME OF MY OPINIONS. 


And now comes a tiew prophet into the philatelic world. It is no 
less an authority than the Lapres HoME JourNaL, which recently 
contained a short article on the million postage stamp story, and a 
few hints touching these bits of paper so dear to collectors’ hearts. 
_ The strangest part of the whole matter is that the JourNaL advises 
cutting the stamps from envelopes and post cards. Yea, verily a new 
_ prophet has arisen. 
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The NortH AMERICAN REVIEW is a staid, philosophic, old maga- 
.zine, which goes on its way with increasing prosperity, and seldom, 
if ever, mentions thesmaller delights of this mundaue sphere.I noticed 
a few lines in it recently, however, which will doubtless interest col- 
lectors. In an article by H. W. Lucy on ‘“‘Electioneering Methods in 
England,” the author speaks of plurality of votes, and tells of one of 
John Bull’s subjects who was possessed of torty of these commodities. 
Mr. Lucy then goes on to say that ‘‘As some people give themselves 
up to the craze of collecting china or first editions of books, this gen- 
tleman had devoted time and money to the acquisition of this rare, 
probably unique, collection of Parliamentary votes.”’ ‘‘But,’’ states 
Mr. Lucy, ‘‘As the liberals intend when their choice comes, not 
only to establish the principle of “One man, One vote,” but to 
fix all the polling at a general election to take place on one day, 
plural votes are already a drug in the market, and will presen- 
tly become of as little value as albums of old postage-stamps 
and other curios that have had their day.’’ Weare sorry that Mr. 
Lucy imagines postage stamp collecting has had its day. Possibly 
some one will be kind enough to set the distinguished author of “A 
Diary of Two Parliaments” right on this matter, as it is really lamen- 
table to see such ignorance manifested in this enlightened age of the 
world. 


“In the dear dead past,’’ as the poet says, 1 wrote my firse con- 
tribution for the philatelic press. I made the mistake that all young 
philatelic authors make. I imagined that in order to interest the world 
of stamp collectors I had only to relish some statistical article from 
the daily press. This plan succeeded admirably for a time, and “all 
went merry as a marriage bell.” But, as is often the case in this life, 
some thing happened. I forwarded one of my pet articles to a philate- 
lic magazine, and it was excepted; but in his reply to my letter the 
editor said: ‘‘would it not be well in the future to leave postal stati- 
stics to the ordianry newspaper?” I took the hint and immediately 
thanked the editor for his advice. That was the begining of my re- 
formation, and that may account, in some measure, for the fact that 
the publication of postal extracts in the philatelic press is opposed by.

A PHILATELIC MOCKING BIRD. 


Our readers will have to excuse 
us this month if we devote a large 
space to avery small man.

He claims 
perfection; he thinks he is the 
‘best on the continent, and with the 
aid of a very sad/ man, or rather 
boy, he actually has the cheek to 
attempt to criticize scores of papers

WANAMAKER’S DEFENCE OF 

THE COLUMBIAN ISSUE. 
BY CANADENSIS. 


Then there grew a clamor of the reddest fight 
That every man beheld, and all outside 
Were stayed in awe to see that one man fight. 


Unlike: the =" Wetence or» tite 
Bridge against the Tuscan Army,” 
the defence of the late Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker regarding the 
issue of Columbian stamps has 
been bloodless warfare. The daunt- 
less ex-M.P.G. takes up the chal- 
lenge of Secretary Walcott, and 
handles the latter without gloves. 
He first of all states that people 
are tree to take “thetr ‘choice’ of 
either kind (the old or new issue), 
and states that there is always a 
certain number who decry every 
new issue. He goes on to say :— 
“For example, two years since, in 
superseding what was known as 
the series of old green stamps by 
the new series of smaller size, (the 
former being but a trifle less in size 
than the present Columbian stamps) 
there was no little complaint at the 
beginning, because the Department 
had adopted a smaller size, which 
it was claimed was unhandy. Any 
change of the design or size of 
stamps seems to make an occasion 
for fault-finding, which is sometimes 


utterly without foundation, as in 
this particular instance, when con- 
siderable complaint was made 
against the quality of the paper 
and gumming, requests being not 
infrequently made for the use of 
the same paper and gumming as in 
previous use, when, as a matter of- 
fact, there had been no change 
whatever in these particulars. It 
is perhaps true that in sixty-five 
millions of people there will be 
some who will find fault with any 
change, no matter what it be, even 
if for the better.”
